Never  before  was  there  a better  prospect  for  a large  and  fine  crop  of  Sweet  Pea  Seed  in 
America  than  during  the  spring  of  1914,  but  unfortunately  after  the  vines  had  started  to  run 
they  were  attacked  by  countless  millions  of  Aphis.  Every  attempt  was  made  to  save  the 
crops  by  careful  and  constant  spraying,  but  only  a few  fields  out  of  the  many  planted  survived, 
and  we  are  therefore  facing  another  short  supply  of  seed. 

While  we  were  unfortunate  in  losing  a number  of  special  stocks  and  many  selections 
(including  a promising  crop  of  our  Floradale  Fairy),  we  saved  fields  planted  with  our  re-selected 
stocks  of  standard  Spencer  varieties,  while  the  Grandifloras  have  produced  fair  crops  consider- 
ing the  Aphis,  but  all  the  crops  were  saved  at  a heavy  expense  for  spraying  and  dusting. 

As  usual,  our  growing  crops  have  been  personally  inspected  and  the 
quality  of  the  seed  offered  will  surely  satisfy  critical  planters  everywhere.
